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FOREWORD 


The  Inventory  of  the  Town  Archives  of  New  Hampshire  is  one  of  a  number 
of  guides  to  historical  materials  prepared  throughout  the  United  States  by 
workers  on  the  Historical  Records  Survey  program  of  the  Work  Projects  Admin- 
istration,  The  publication  herewith  presented,  an  inventory  of  the  archives 
of  the  town  of  Canterbury,  is  number  VI  of  the  Merrimack  County  series  of 
towns. 

The  Historical  Records  Survey  program  was  undertaken  in  the  winter  of 
1935-3&  for  the  purpose  of  providing  useful  employment  to  needy  unemployed 
historians,  lawyers,  teachers,  and  research  and  clerical  workers.   In  carry- 
ing out  this  objective,  the  project  was  organised  to  compile  inventories  of 
historical  materials,  particularly  the  unpublished  government  documents  and 
records  which  are  basic  in  the  administration  of  local  government,  and  which 
provide  invaluable  data  for  students  of  political,  economic,  and  social 
history*   The  archival  guide  herewith  presented  is  intended  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  day-to-day  administration  by  the  officials  of  the  county,  and 
also  the  neods  of  lawyers,  businessmen  and  other  citizens  who  require  facts 
from  the  public  records  for  the  proper  conduct  of  their  affairs.   The  volume 
is  so  designed  that  it  can  be  used  by  the  historian  in  his  research  in  un- 
printed  sources  in  the  same  way  he  uses  the  library  card  catalog  for  printed 
sources* 

The  inventories  produced  by  the  Historical  Records  Survey  program 
attempt  to  do  more  than  give  merely  a  list  of  records— they  attempt  further 
to  sketch  in  the  historical  background  of  the  county  or  other  unit  of  govern- 
ment, and  to  describe  precisely  and  in  detail  the  organization  and  functions 
of  the  government  agencies  whose  records  they  list.   The  county,  town,  and 
other  local  inventories  for  the  entire  country  will,  when  completed,  consti- 
tute an  encyclopedia  of  local  government  as  well  as  a  bibliography  of  local 
archives. 

The  successful  conclusion  of  the  work  of  the  Historical  Records  Survey 
program,  even  in  a  single  county,  would  not  be  possible  without  the  support 
of  public  officials,  historical  and  legal  specialists,  and  many  other  groups 
in  the  community.   Their  cooperation  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  Survey  program  was  organized  by  Luther  H»  Evans,  who  served  as 
Director  until  March  1,  1940,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Sargent  B.  Child, 
who  had  been  National  Field  Supervisor  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Survey, 
The  Survey  program  operates  as  a  Nation-wide  series  of  locally  sponsored 
projects  in  the  Division  of  Professional  and  Service  Projects,  of  which  Mrs, 
Florence  Kerr,  Assistant  Commissioner,  is  in  charge.

PREFACE 


The  Historical  Records  Survey  was  initiated  in  January  193&  as  a 
Nation-wide  undertaking  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,  but  did 
not  "begin  operations  in  Hew*  Hampshire  until  April  7.   Prior  to  August 
31 i  1939*  the  Survey  was  Federally  sponsored,  but  since  that  date  it 
has  been  a  local  project  sponsored  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
Until  March  1940,  this  projeot  was  directed  by  Dr.  Richard  G.  Wood. 
At  that  time  Dr.  7/bod  became  State  Supervisor  of  Research  and  Records 
Projects,  and  the  present  State  Supervisor  of  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  Project  was  appointed* 

The  purpose  of  the  Survey  is  to  make  accessible  to  lawyers,  his- 
torians, and  students  of  government  the  records  of  State,  county,  mu- 
nicipal, and  town  offices.   In  addition  church  records,  including  those 
of  defunct  organizations,  are  being  inventoried  so  that  a  foundation 
may  be  laid  for  research  in  this  field  of  social  history.   The  present 
volume  is  the  sixth  of  a  series  of  inventories  concerning  town  archives 
of  New  Hampshire.   A  key  volume,  TOWN  GOVERNMENT  IN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  and 
a  volume  titled  GUIDE  TO  DEPOSITORIES  OF  MANUSCRIPT  COLLECTIONS  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES— NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  have  recently  been  published.   Five  vol- 
umes on  county  archives  and  one  volume  on  church  records  have  also  been 
issued. 

In  addition  to  listing  the  records  of  the  different  town  officers, 
the  inventory  sketches  briefly  the  historical  background  of  the  town  of 
Canterbury  and  describes  the  organization  of  the  offices  whose  records 
are  listed.   The  essays  on  the  individual  offices  present  only  material 
relating  specifically  to  Canterbury,   For  a  history  of  the  legal  back- 
ground of  each  office,  and  its  State-wide  implication,  it  is  necessary 
to  consult  the  key  volume  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph.   Rec- 
ords are  described  in  entries  whose  style  is  formalized  to  give  the  fol- 
lowing information:  Title  of  record,  dates  for  which  available,  quan- 
tity, labeling  of  volumes  or  containers,  information  on  missing  records 
or  discontinuance,  variant  titles,  description  of  record  contents,  man- 
ner of  arrangement,  indexing,  nature  of  recording,  size  of  volumes  or 
containers,  and  location. 

The  first  listing  of  the  Canterbury  records  was  done  in  the  spring 
of  1938  by  Ethel  F,  Fisher  and  Helen  G,  Ladd,   The  recheck  was  completed 
and  the  listing  of  the  records  brought  up  to  date  in  the  summer  of  194° 
by  Arthur  H,  Newell,   The  forms  were  edited  by  Roderic  B,  Kenison  and 
the  entries  were  written  by  Samuel  T,  Bakus  and  Pcrley  L,  Cater.   The 
essays  in  this  publication  were  written  by  Edward  F.  Tile  and  Edwin  H, 
Sheridan,   The  editorial  work  was  done  by  Gordon  F,  Palmer,  State  editor, 
and  William  T,  Clear,  The  legal  research  which  forms  the  basis  for  the 
essays  was  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Beatrice  B.  Calnan,  The  maps, 
charts,  and  cover  design,  a  likeness  of  the  Worsted  Churoh,  were  drawn 
by  Edward  F,  Tile,  project  artist.   The  index  was  prepared  by  Beatrice 
B.  Calnan,   Documentation  was  checked  by  Lester  C.  Rhodes  and  Bernice  M# 
Newell,   The  stencils  were  cut  by  Alice  A.  Telge  and  the  mimeographing 
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was  done  by  Rita  E.  Duffley  and  Catherine  Galanopoulos  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Kathleen  E,  Schragle.   Helpful  criticism  of  this  inventory  in 
manuscript  form  was  offered  by  Mabel  S»  Brodie,  assistant  archivist  in 
charge  of  public  records  inventories,  and  Ernest  J,  Saigh,  assistant 
editor,  of  the  National  office  staff. 

The  Survey  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
given  and  the  courtesy  shown  to  its  workers  by  the  Canterbury  officials. 
The  Survey  is  also  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Manchester 
City  Library,  and  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  for  facilities  granted 
the  Survey  in  its  research  work*   Labor  funds  have  been  furnished  by  the 
Work  Projects  Administration,   The  Survey  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  con- 
tributions of  the  county  of  Hillsborough,  the  city  of  Manchester,  and 
other  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  State,  towards  non-labor  expenses.

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A.   TOWN  OF  CANTERBURY  AND  ITS  RECORDS  SYSTEM 
1.   HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Although  Canterbury  did  not  receive  full  town  privileges  until  1741 » 
its  charter  v/as  granted  May  20,  1727»   The  charter  named  Paul  Gerrish, 
Paul  Wentworth,  and  John  Smith  to  act  as  selectmen  until  "the  third 
Thursday  in  the  month  of  March  which  Shall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1728  &  until  other  Selectmen  Shall  be  Chosen  &  Appointed  in  their  Stead 
*   *   *.  ■   These  three  men  were  to  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  proprie- 
tors.^  This  meeting,  summoned  in  compliance  with  the  charter,  occurred 
October  31 »  1727.   Samuel  Smith  v/as  elected  clerk.3 

The  first  concern  of  the  proprietors  was  to  determine  the  exact  bounds 
of  their  grant.   At  the  first  meeting  they  elected  a  committee  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  committees  from  neighboring  towns  in  the  determination  of 
boundaries.   It  seems,  however,  that  no  immediate  decision  was  reached, 
since  2  years  later  a  second  committee  was  chosen.   This  committee  v/as  to 
establish  bounds  of  the  grant  and  report  at  the  next  proprietors  *  meeting. 
It  had  completed  its  work  by  1732.^- 

The  division  of  the  town  into  lots  v/as  given  early  attention  by  the 
proprietors.   The  drawing  of  the  homelots,  40  acres  each,  occurred  May  27, 
1731 »  at  Durham,  where  most  of  the  early  meetings  of  the  Canterbury  pro- 
prietors v/ere  held.5 

Actual  settlement  of  the  town  did  not  begin  until  1733  or  later,  but 
there  were  more  than  thirty  families  by  1750*   Three  brothers,  Daniel, 
Samuel,  and  Simon  Ames,  were  among  the  first  settlers.   Names  represented 
in  the  first  two  decades  of  settlement  included  Blanchard ,  Clough,  Curry, 
Dolloff,  Forrest,  Glincs,  Gibson,  Hackett,  Head,  Lindsay,  Miles,  and  Moore." 

It  has  already  been  stated  that  Canterbury  received  full  town  privi- 
leges in  1741 •   By  1743  a  fairly  complete  list  of  officers  was  chosen. 7 

On  petition  of  the  inhabitants,  a  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  south- 
west side  of  Canterbury  was  annexed  to  that  town  in  1765.®  Canterbury's 
first  loss  of  territory  occurred  in  1773 1  when  a  tract  of  land  "Beginning 
at  the  Northeast  Corner  *  *  *  at  the  Buckhorn  Beach  Tree"  was  set  off 
as  the  parish  of  Loudon, 9  The  north-west  section  of  Canterbury  v/as  incorpo- 
rated as  Northfield  in  1780.10  In  1784  some  land,  lying  partly  in  Loudon 
and  partly  in  Canterbury,  v/as  annexed  to  Concord* H  The  next  boundary  changp

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occurred  in  1853  when  land  "beginning  at  the  east  corner  of  Canterbury, 
near  the  house  of  7/illiam  G.  Leavitt"  was  annexed  to  Loudon.  1   In  1911  Q- 
parcel  of   land  owned  by  Ai  Smith  was  annexed  to  Canterbury  from  3oscawen.2 

Religious  matters  received  early  attention  in  Canterbury,   In  1735  the 
town  warrant  proposed  the  taking  of  land  that  the  inhabitants  might  "have 
some  benefit  of  the  ministry. "3   it  was  voted  in  1743  to  build  a  meeting- 
house.  Each  proprietor  was  to  contribute  10  shillings. 4  The  following 
year,  hov/ever,  due  to  trouble  v/ith  the  Indians,  it  was  "Voted  that  a  fort 
be  built  at  Canterbury  with  a  Part  of  the  money  that  was  Voted  to  build  a 
Meeting  house  and  that  the  building  of  the  meeting  house  be  postponed 
until  next  year, "   The  remainder  of  the  money  was  to  be  used  for  the  benefit 
of  the  ministry ,.-5 

It  was  voted  in  1750  that  "a  Vote  passed  September  21,  1743 ■  concern- 
ing building  a  Meeting-Housc  for  the  publick  Worship  of  God  in  Canterbury 

*  *   *   be  confirmed," 6  Six  years  later  a  committee  of  three  men  (James 
Lindsey,  Thomas  Clough,  and  John  Gibson)  was  elected  "to  receive  the  Meeting 
House  in  behalf  of  the  Proprietors  as  far  as  the  said  Meeting  House  is  done 

*  *   *. n   A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  lay  out  and  sell  the  pews, 7 

It  is  apparent  that  Reverend  James  Scales  did  some  preaching  in  the 
town,  for  in  1752  it  was  voted  that  he  should  receive  "twenty  Pounds  old 
tenner  &  thirty  four  Days  work  for  Preaching"  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
that  his  barn  should  be  raised  without  cost  to  him.   At  the  same  meeting  it 
was  voted  to  exchange  100  acres  of  land  for  40  acres  adjoining  the  meeting- 
house to  be  used  for  a  parsonage, 8  Two  years  later  Mr,  Scales  received  40 
shillings  old  tenor  for  preaching, 9   In  1756,  1,000  acres  of  land  were  to 
be  sold  and  the  money  used  for  the  ministry. 10  In  the  same  year  it  was 
voted  that  the  Reverend  Robert  Cutler  be  given  a  unanimous  call  to  settle 
in  the  ministry  in  Canterbury*  He  was  to  "have  for  his  support  yearly 
during  his  Ministry  among  them"  the  sum  of  300  pounds  old  tenor,  provisions 
to  the  value  of  300  pounds,  pasturage  for  his  cows,  and  his  wood  hauled, *** 
Mr,  Cutler  came  to  Canterbury  and  apparently  gave  satisfaction,  for  attempts 
were  made  to  install  him.   These  attempts  seem  to  have  failed,  for  in  1758 
the  inhabitants 

Voted  that  the  following  Lines  shall  be  entred  on  the  Town  Books 
*  *  *  to  signify  to  whom  it  may  concern  that  whereas  Mr  Cutler 
who  has  been  with  us  for  a  considerable  time  &  has  preached  to  good 
acceptance  amongst  us  &  who  has  had  an  invitation  by  us  for  more 
than  two  years  past  to  Settle  with  us  in  the  Gosple  ministry,  Yet 
by  reason  of  the  many  Disappointments  we  have  met  with  in  respect 
of  his  instaulment  *  *  *  we  Judge  that  it  would  not  be  for  the

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glory  of  God  &  the  interest  of  religion  for  Mr.  Cutler  to  settle 
in  the  Gosple  Ministry  in  this  place  and  therefore  having  agreed 
to  a  separation  we  cant  withall  but  think  from  an  acquaintance 
with  Mr.  Cutlers  ministerial  Gifts  *   *  *  that  we  do  hartily 
recommend  him  to  the  work  of  the  Gosple  Ministry  wherever  Divine 
Providence  shall  open  a  Door  *  *  *,1 

In  December  1760,  the  Reverend  Abiel  Poster  was  called.   For  13  years 
Mr0  Foster  performed  his  duties  without  dissension,  but  in  1773  a  speoial 
meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  if  the  town  could  agree  with 
him  to  "lay  down"  preaching  in  the  town  and,  if  no  agreement  was  reached, 
to  see  if  those  inhabitants  that  were  dissatisfied  with  his  preaching  v/ould 
be  exempted  from  contributing  to  his  salary. 2  The  town  voted  to  retain 
Mr,  Foster  as  minister  and  not  to  excuse  any  person  from  the  minister's 
tax»3  The  controversy  oontinued  and  in  1779  Mr.  Foster  was  formally  dis- 
missed,^- He  then  pursued  a  highly  successful  public  career,  being  eleoted 
to  the  General  Court  and  the  Continental  Congress.  He  was  also  a  judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 5 

From  the  dismissal  of  Mr,  Foster  until  the  Reverend  Frederick  Parker 
accepted  the  call  in  1790,"  there  was  no  settled  minister  in  Canterbury,'?' 
Mr.  Parker  continued  to  preach  until  his  death  in  1802,"  At  the  beginning 
of  Mr,  Parker's  ministry  there  was  some  demand  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
town  for  holding  preaching  there.  At  the  meeting  in  1790  it  was  voted  that 
the  services  v/ould  be  held  in  the  east  end  of  the  town  every  fourth  week, 9 
This  arrangement  did  not  seem  to  be  satisfactory,  for  the  following  year  it 
was  voted  "to  Bild  a  meeting  house  In  the  East  part  of  Said  town  *  *  *,»10 

The  Reverend  William  Patrick  was  called  to  the  ministry  in  1303,H  He 
was  the  last  settled  minister  in  Canterbury,  because  the  so-called  Tolera- 
tion Act  was  passed  before  his  ministry  was  half  finished, 12  Even  before 
the  coming  of  Mr,  Patrick  differences  in  religious  belief  had  appeared  in 
the  town.  As  early  as  1782  some  of  the  inhabitants  had  become  converted 
to  the  Shaker  faith  and  in  1794  "the  Freewill  Baptists  had  formed  a  society.13 
The  Freewill  Baptists,  however,  held  their  meetings  in  private  dwellings 
until  a  church  was  built  in  1803,14 

The  latter  denomination  started  to  build  another  church  in  Canterbury, 
but  their  funds  were  exhausted  before  it  was  completed.  An  arrangement  was 
made  with  the  Congregationalists  to  make  it  a  union  church  and  the  edifice

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was  completed  in  1839*   For  some  years  services  were  conducted  by  both 
groups,  but  soon  after  the  great  Chicago  fire  in  1871 ,  Mrs.  Sarah  Elizabeth 
Monmouth,  daughter  of  Doctor  Joseph  M»  Harper,  who  had  been  a  prominent 
Canterbury  citizen,  came  to  the  town  seeking  contributions  for  the  sufferers 
from  the  fire.   She  volunteered  to  remain  and  read  the  published  sermons 
of  the  Reverend  Henry  Ward  Beecher  each  Sunday,   Her  offer  was  accepted  and 
she  immediately  began  to  decorate  the  church  with  v/orsted  mottoes  and  trim- 
mings.  It  was  this  handiwork  that  gave  rise  to  the  name  "Worsted  Church." 
The  loss  of  her  property  led  to  her  retirement t  after  which  no  attempt  was 
made  to  maintain  preaching  except  in  the  summer, 1 

The  Osgoodites  were  founded  by  Jacob  Osgood  in  the  town  of  Warner  and 
became  prominent  about  l8lij.«   Soon  there  were  in  Canterbury  about  thirty 
families  under  the  leadership  of  Josiah  Haines  following  the  Osgood  teach- 
ings.  The  sect  was  opposed  to  all  existing  forms  of  worship  and  sometimes 
carried  to  extremes  their  attempts  to  secure  converts.   The  sect  remained 
fairly  strong  while  Jacob  Osgood  was  alive,  but  after  his  death  no  new 
members  were  added  and  its  strength  gradually  dwindled,  until  by  I890  it 
had  practically  disappeared, 2 

Shakerism  originated  in  England  under  Mother  Ann  Lee,   Because  of 
persecution,  she  and  her  followers  migrated  to  America  in  1774*   By  1782 
their  doctrine  had  spread  to  Canterbury  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  em- 
braced the  new  faith,   Tv/o  of  the  first  oonverts  were  Benjamin  Whitcher  and 
Henry  Clough,   The  former  donated  his  farm  to  the  Shaker  cause  and  the 
latter  became  an  elder  in  the  new  faith.   In  1792  the  followers  in  Canter- 
bury were  brought  together  as  a  society, 3 

Shakers  do  not  marry  and  do  not  own  private  property.   The  communal 
interest  is  paramount.   They  have  one  point  in  common  v/ith  the  Quakers,  in 
that  they  advocate  the  principle  of  non resistance ,  and  do  not  accept 
military  service.   During  the  Civil  War  they  were  'furloughed  until  called 
for'  by  President  Lincoln,   They  do  not  take  part  in  politics  for  fear  of 
the  strife  that  might  be  engendered  thereby.   Wo  ballots  are  cast  by  the 
Shakers  on  election  day.   At  times,  however,  the  Canterbury  School  Distriot 
has  elected  Shakers  to  the  school  board, 4 

The  Shaker  church  was  built  in  1792,  the  roof  being  covered  with  hand- 
made pine  shingles  over  birch  bark,  A  hundred  years  later  the  pine 
shingles  were  replaced  with  asphalt  shingles,   A  porch  was  added  to  the 
building  in  1815,   Otherwise,  the  church  remains  to-day  as  it  was  originally 
built,  ->     It  still  carries  in  its  framework  the  hand -wrought  nails  of  a 
former  century, ° 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  fifty  members  of  the  society.   The 
Shaker  village  is  located  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  town.  Except  for 
three  farmers  all  dwellers  in  the  community  are  Shakers.   Buildings  include 
the  main  dwelling,  the  shelter,  the  church,  the  office  building,  the  power 
house,  the  pumping  station,  and  the  laundry,

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That  the  Shakers  came  to  the  assistance  of  their  neighbors  in  time  of 
need  is  proved  by  the  records  of  a  town  meeting  in  1832,  when  it  was  re- 
solved that  the  thanks  of  the  town  be  extended  to  the  Shakers  for  the 
valuable  articles  they  had  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor.l 

Schools  are  mentioned  in  the  warrant  for  the  1754  town  meeting  v/hen 
an  article  was  inserted  to  see  if  the  town  would  raise  money  for  schooling, 
but  no  record  can  be  found  to  indicate  that  this  article  was  accepted  by 
the  voters. 2  Four  years  later  it  was  "Voted  Tow  Hundred  Pounds  old  tenner 
Money  for  the  benefit  of  Schooling  the  children--and  that  each  Forts  People 
shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  their  own  Money  in  their  own  Fort, "3  jt  is  prob- 
able that  the  fear  of  attaok  by  Indians  was  the  reason  no  action  had  been 
taken  before  this.   In  1762  it  was  voted  that  500  pounds  old  tenor  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  maintenance  of  a  school,  and  the  seloctmen  were  author- 
ized to  secure  a  schoolmaster  and  to  designate  in  what  parts  of  the  town  the 
school  should  be  kept,4 

In  1767  it  was  voted  to  keep  a  school  6  months  and  the  "People  on  the 
East  side  of  Soucook  River  have  their  part  of  the  Schooling  Voted  at  this 
meeting, "5  a  vote  the  next  year  showed  that  currency  was  not  plentiful,  for 
it  stated  that  the  town  and  school  rate  was  to  be  paid  in  produce,"  One 
hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  schooling  in  1772,'   In  that  same  year 
occurred  the  mention  of  a  schoolmaster  by  name,  when  it  was  "Voted,  that 
the  People  living  in  the  easterly  side  of  Soucook  River  have  the  two  months 
School  keeping  that  Master  Mooney  did  for  them  last  spring  in  full  satis- 
faction for  what  they  were  in  the  rear  for  Schoolkeeping  in  time  past  until 
the  year  1772,"°  Two  years  later  the  inhabitants  agreed  that  the  school 
should  be  stationed  in  one  place  for  18  months  "exculsive  for  those  in- 
habitants living  above  Schoonduggady  pond,"   It  was  also  voted  that  those 
living  above  the  pond  were  to  have  their  own  school  money  expended  among 
them,   Obadiah  Mooney  was  to  keep  the  town  school  until  the  third  Thursday 
of  the  following  March,?  The  period  of  the  Revolution  now  intervened  and, 
as  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  wholeheartedly  devoted  themselves  to  carry- 
ing on  the  conflict  with  Great  Britain,  nothing  further  was  done  about 
schooling  until  1779*   In  that  year  1,000  dollars  was  appropriated  to  be 
expended  for  schooling.^ 

That  there  was  a  discontinuance  of  schools  for  the  next  few  years 
seems  probable,  for  the  next  mention  of  schools  was  in  December  1782,  v/hen 
it  was  "Voted  not  to  have  a  Town  school  this  present  year  it  being  so  near 
the  end  of  the  year„nH  Two  years  later  60  pounds  was  raised  for  schooling

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and  a  committee  v/as  chosen  "to  divide  the  school  keeping  into  Classes 
*   *   *.»1  That  the  words  classes  and  districts  were  synonymous  is  ap- 
parent, for  in  1736  it  v/as  "Voted  that  the  schools  shall  be  kept  this  year 
in  several  parts  of  this  Town  in  Classes--and  for  every  Class  to  provide 
their  own  teachers  and  have  the  benefit  of  their  own  Money, "2 

The  town  voted  in  1739  "to  ohu.se  a  Committee  of  five  men  to  inspect 
the  School  Classes  &  the  Spots  where  each  School  House  Shall  Stand. "3   By 
a  vote  of  1791  the  selectmen  were  authorized  to  secure  schoolmasters  and 
to  regulate  the  schools  in  all  the  classes,4  In  1794  it  was  voted  to  build 
6  schoolhouses  in  the  town  and  the  selectmen  were  to  designate  the  sites. 5 
Later  in  the  same  year  it  was  voted  to  reconsider  building  schools  in  2  of 
the  districts ,6  and  still  later  the  town  decided  to  have  just  2  school- 
houses.'''  By  a  vote  of  1799  the  town  chose  a  committee  to  regulate  and  in- 
spect the  schools,"  That  some  interest  had  arisen  in  the  town  regarding 
female  education  is  proved  by  an  aotion  of  1800,   One  hundred  dollars  was 
appropriated  for  schools,  and  it  was  "Voted,  that  the  money  which  is  raised, 
over  &  above  what  the  law  obliges,  may  be  laid  out  &  expended  in  Women's 
Schools  by  those  Districts  which  desire  it. "9 

During  the  Revolutionary  War,  Canterbury  contributed  loyal  support  to 
the  patriotic  cause.   In  1776  it  v/as  voted  that  "all  the  men  that  v/ent  on 
Lexington  Alarm  have  three  shillings  per  day,  for  every  day  they  spent  on 
that  alarm  *  *  *.»10  in  March  1777  the  town  voted  50  dollars  to  each 
of  the  twenty  men  required  to  be  raised  as  the  town's  proportion,  to  serve 
in  the  war  for  3  years  or  for  the  duration  of  the  struggle. H  The  follow- 
ing month  an  additional  50  dollars  v/as  voted  to  each  soldier,  12  ^0   next 
year  the  selectmen  were  appointed  a  committee  to  provide  for  the  families 
of  the  men  in  the  service, 13  a  short  time  later  it  was  "Voted — One  hundred 
Dollars  to  each  &  every  soldier  who  is  now  in  the  Continental  service,  en- 
listed for  three  years  and  answers  for  Canterbury  *  *  *#»*4  That 
soldiers  were  sometimes  paid  their  bounties  in  crops  as  well  as  in  money  is 
shown  by  a  vote  of  1779 1  when  the  tov/n  agreed  to  give  to  any  three  able- 
bodied  men,  who  enlisted  to  serve  in  Rhode  Island  for  6  months,  38  bushels 
of  corn  or  80  shillings  *  and  to  any  six  able-bodied  men,  who  enlisted  in 
the  Continental  army  for  one  year,  76  bushels  of  corn  or  160  shillings, 13

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As  Northfield  was  set  off  from  Canterbury  in  1780  ,*  it  is  difficult  to 
say  just  how  many  men  were  in  the  service  from  Canterbury.   If  the  bounda- 
ries of  Canterbury  are  considered  as  they  existed  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Revolution  until  1780  more  than  100  Canterbury  men  served  in  the  army. 2 

That  the  support  of  the  town  was  with  the  Government  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  Civil  War  was  evidenced  by  a  resolution  taken  at  the  meeting  June 
8,  lcol.   It  was  "Resolved,  that  we  as  citizens  of  Canterbury  are  fully 
prepared  to  stand  by,  defend  and  maintain  the  Constitution,  the  Union,  and 
the  Laws  of  these  United  States,  and  will  give  the  present  administration 
our  undivided  support  for  this  purpose."3   in  October  of  the  same  year  the 
sum  oi  500  dollars  was  appropriated  to  be  paid  to  "indigent  families  of 
persons  that  may  or  have  enlisted  from  the  Town  of  Canterbury  •   *  *,"4 
It  soon  became  apparent  that  the  war  was  to  last  for  some  time ,  and  in 
August  of  1862  the  selectmen  were  authorized  to  hire  9>000  dollars  for 
bounties  to  secure  enlistments.   Each  citizen  of  the  town,  who  enlisted  for 
3  years'  service  before  the  first  day  of  September  1862  was  to  receive  300 
dollars. -5   In  1363  the  town  voted  300  dollars  to  the  men  who  were  drafted 
and  mustered  into  the  service,  and  the  selectmen  were  authorized  to  borrow 
9,000  dollars  to  defray  this  expense.^  By  a  town  vote  in  September  of  the 
same  year,  it  was  stipulated  that  the  money  be  paid  to  the  drafted  man  or 
his  substitute* 7   In  IG64  an  agent  was  chosen  to  keep  the  quota  of  men  full 
and  he  was  authorized  to  pay  a  bounty  of  100  dollars  to  one-year  men,  200 
dollars  to  two-year  men,  and  300  dollars  to  three-year  men. 8  At  the  meet- 
ing the  selectmen  v/ere  authorized  to  hire  20,000  dollars  for  bounties,^ 
The  following  month  it  was  decided  to  pay  each  volunteer  500  dollars  when 
he  was  mustered  into  the  service.^  By  a  vote  of  January  7»  1865,  it  was 
deoided  that  each  citizen  of  the  town  volunteering  for  3  years*  service  was 
to  receive  1,000  dollars. **   In  March  the  selectmen  v/ere  directed  to  hire 
20,000  dollars  to  enable  the  town  to  fill  its  quota. 12  This  was  the  last 
of  the  Civil  War  measures  taken  in  Canterbury.   The  town  furnished  128  men 
for  active  service  during  the  war. 13 

As  highways  were  of  paramount  importance  to  the  early  inhabitants,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  in  1750  a  committee  was  appointed  to  act  with  the 
selectmen  "in  looking  out  convenient  Highways,  &  Roads,  among  the  Home-Lots

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Head's  Hill  to  Chichester."^"   Two  years  later  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
lay  out  a  highway  "from  John  Gibbons  Land  where  [he]  lives  to  Tfinepisogue 
River  *  *  *»"*  A  town  vote  of  1779  raised  4,000  dollars  for  highways, 
to  be  worked  out  at  the  rate  of  8  dollars  per  day#3   in  IO06  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  divide  the  town  into  highway  districts***-  The  division 
made  by  the  committee  was  acoepted  the  following  year.5 

The  inhabitants  of  Canterbury  have  alv/ays  followed  agricultural  pur- 
suits.  Saw  mills  and  grist  mills  were  the  first  industries.   Joseph  Kimball 
had  a  turning  mill  in  which  he  made  spinning  wheels,  linen  wheels,  chairs, 
tables,  rakes,  and  other  articles*   There  have  been  at  least  2  tanneries  in 
the  town.   In  1851  the  Merrimack  County  Soapstane  Company  was  incorporated. 
The  business  was  successful  for  a  time,  but  was  abandoned  when  the  demand 
for  soapstone  dwindled." 

In  any  description  of  Canterbury  industries  the  Shakers  are  entitled 
to  the  orincipal  mention.   At  an  early  date  they  operated  a  mill  for  grind- 
ing corn  and  sawing  lumber.   Flour  was  extensively  produced.   Facilities 
were  introduced  for  turning  and  finishing  iron.   Yflien  it  ceased  to  be 
profitable  to  raise  wheat  the  manufacture  of  washing  machines  and  mangles 
was  begun.   Later  brass  clocks,  skimmers,  ladles,  copper  tea  kettles,  hair 
sieves,  and  hats  were  manufactured.   Leather  was  tanned  and  curried  and 
boots  and  shoes  were  made.  The  Shakers  also  manufactured  wool  and  cotton 
cards  and  wheels,  wooden  shovels,  hoes,  scythes,  whips,  and  tobacco  boxes. 
In  1824  they  began  the  manufacture  of  bricks.  Weaving  was  also  an  impor- 
tant industry  in  the  Shaker  Village.  At  first  the  weaving  was  done  on 
hand  looms  and  carding  was  done  by  hand.   In  I842  power  looms  were  in- 
troduced.  Other  articles  made  by  the  Shakers  included  Shaker  flannel,  hand 
knit  wool  hose  and  underwear,  brooms,  brushes,  scythe  snaths,  rakes,  boxes, 
chairs,  tubs,  pails,  and  candlesticks»7 

The  Shaker  industries  are  largely  a  thing  of  the  past,  although  some 
articles  are  made  at  the  present  time.   These  include  cloaks,  sweaters, 
sewing  baskets,  and  novelties.   Throughout  Canterbury  as  a  whole  the 
principal  sources  of  income,  at  the  present  time,  are  dairying,  poultry- 
raising,  general  farming,  and  lumbering* 

Canterbury  is  about  8  miles  from  Concord  and  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Horthfield,  on  the  east  by  Loudon,  on  the  south  by  Concord,  and  on  the  west 
by  Boscawen.

2,   GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

In  1727  a  tract  of  land,  to  be  known  as  Canterbury,  was  granted  by 
Lieutenant  Governor  John  Wentworth  and  Council  to  Richard  V/aldron  and 
others.   Over  100  acres  of  land  were  to  be  cleared  and  seventy  families, 
with  completed  houses,  were  to  be  settled  within  3  years.  All  these 
conditions  were  contingent  on  peace  with  the  Indians,  Land  shares  were 
to  be  reserved  for  a  minister,  a  parsonage,  and  a  school.   Mast  trees  were 
to  be  reserved  for  the  royal  navy,  A  rent  of  one  pint  of  Indian  corn  was 
to  be  paid  by  the  town  on  demand,   Paul  Gerrish,  Paul  Wentv/orth,  and  John 
Smith  were  named  as  selectmen  to  call  the  first  meeting, 1 

Actual  settlement  of  the  town  began  in  1733  or  shortly  after,2  but 
the  community  was  not  accorded  full  town  privileges  until  8  years  latcr,3 
The  government  of  the  town  was  firmly  established  by  1743 »  and  at  the  meet- 
ing that  year  the  following  offioers  were  ohoscn:  a  moderator,  a  town 
clerk,  three  selectmen,  one  constable,  one  surveyor  of  highways,  one  col- 
lector, one  tythingman,  two  fence  viewers,  two  field  drivers,  two  hog 
constables,  and  two  assessors*   In  addition  it  was  voted  that  Doctor  Samuel 
Adams,  Benjamin  Smith,  and  Joseph  Drew  "shall  continue  a  Committee  to  see 
the  way  olere  &  Bridged  to  the  Town  of  Canterbury. "4 

Of  this  set  of  officers  the  moderator,  clerk,  selectmen,  and  collector 
have  survived  to  the  present  day.  The  surveyor  of  highways  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  the  road  agent;  the  duties  of  the  assessors  have  been  taken  over 
by  the  selectmen,   Tythingmen,  fence  viewers,  constables,  hog  constables ,, 
and  field  drivers  no  longer  exist.   The  office  of  lot  layer  appeared  even 
earlier  than  the  1743  meeting.   It  was  abandoned  in  1859*  Another  offioe 
that  appeared  even  earlier  than  1743  was  that  of  the  committee  to  examine 
the  accounts  of  the  selectmen,  later  succeeded  by  the  auditors.   Offices 
that  were  added  subsequent  to  the  meeting  in  1743 »  and  since  abandoned, 
were  those  of  hogreeve,  haward,  pound -keeper,  deer  keeper,  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  cemetery  committee,  sexton, sealer  of  leather,  corder 
of  wood,  surveyor  of  lumber,  surveyor  of  wood  and  lumber,  surveyor  of  wood, 
sealer  of  lumber,,  surplus  revenue  agent,  dog  constable,  culler  of  staves, 
inspector  of  schools,  town  agent,  and  liquor  agent. 

At  the  present  time  the  voters  of  Canterbury,  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing, elect  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  tax  collector,  road  agent,  and  two 
auditors.  They  also  choose,  each  year  for  a  term  of  3  years,  one  select- 
man, one  trustee  of  trust  funds,  and  two  library  trustees,   Canterbury  has 
a  clerk  of  the  selectmen  who  was  elected  in  1937  for  a  4-year  term.   At  the 
biennial  elections  in  November  three  supervisors  of  the  check-list  and  a 
moderator  are  chosen. 

The  selectmen  appoint  the  overseer  of  the  poor.   They  recommend  the 
health  officer,  who  is  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health;  and  the 
forest  fire  warden  and  his  two  deputies,  who  are  appointed  by  the  State 
Forester,   The  selectmen  appoint  two  special  policemen  for  indefinite  terms 
and  they  biennially  appoint  four  election  inspectors,  two  of  whom  are

designated  by  the  moderator  to  act  as  ballot  clerks. 

Annually,  the  Canterbury  school  district  elects  a  moderator,  one 
member  of  the  school  board,  a  clerk,  and  a  treasurer.   The  moderator, 
clerk,  and  treasurer  serve  1  year*  The  members  of  the  school  board  serve 
3  years.   The  Canterbury  school  board,  in  conjunction  with  the  other 
school  boards  that  comprise  Supervisory  Union  No.  59  •  nominates  the  super- 
intendent of  schools,  who  receives  his  appointment  from  the  State  Board 
of  Education. 

The  chief  recording  offioer  of  the  town  is  the  town  clerk.   Of  pri- 
mary importance  among  the  records  of  this  office— from  the  historical 
standpoint — are  the  early  Proprietors'  Records  and  the  Town  Minute  Books, 
The  Proprietors'  Records  run  from  172?  through  1792.-  They  contain  warrants 
and  minutes  of  proprietors'  meetings  and  such  items  as  the  town  charter, 
layout  of  lots,  and  sale  of  common  land.   They  also  contain  the  town 
minutes  1 732-73*   Beginning  v/ith  1774  the  town  minutes  are  kept  in  sepa- 
rate volumes.   The  Town  Minute  Books  contain  not  only  warrants  and  minutes 
of  town  meetings  but  also  a  great  variety  of  other  information,  particu- 
larly for  the  earlier  years.   Current  records  in  the  Town  Minute  Books, 
other  than  town  warrants  and  minutes,  include  jury  warrants,  minutes  of 
jury  meetings,  and  the  appointments  and  oaths  of  town  officers.  Earlier 
records  contained  therein  include  fence  agreements,  highway  damage  awards, 
highway  petitions  and  returns,  liquor  and  tavern  licenses,  minutes  of  the 
Congregational  Society,  and  notices  and  by-laws  affecting  stray  animals. 

The  clerk  of  Canterbury,  like  clerks  in  other  New  Hampshire  towns, 
keeps  a  complete  record  of  vital  statistics.  He  keeps  a  record  of  fires, 
personal  mortgages,  receipts  and  payments,  conditional  sales,  writs,  dog 
licenses,  and  permits  for  registration  of  motor  vehicles.   He  also  keeps 
a  copy  of  the  invoice  records.  He  is  the  custodian  of  dissolved  school 
district  records  containing  warrants  for  and  minutes  of  the  meetings  of 
the  districts,  and  the  financial  reports  of  the  prudential  committee.   The 
miscellaneous  papers  of  the  town  clerk  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  re- 
presented also  in  the  Town  Minute  Books  and  in  individual  record  series. 

The  selectmen,  administrative  officials  of  the  town,  issue  the  annual 
town  reports,  which,  in  addition  to  their  own  report,  contain  the  reports 
of  the  town  clerk,  treasurer,  tax  collector,  overseer  of  the  poor,  road 
agent,  librarian,  auditors,  police,  health  officer,  school  board,  school 
district  treasurer,  superintendent  of  schools,  trustees  of  Elkins  Public 
Library,  and  trustees  of  trust  funds.   These  doouments ,  printed  annually, 
also  contain  such  items  as  the  town  warrant,  list  of  town  officers,  and 
the  budget.  The  duties  of  the  selectmen  as  assessors  are  represented  by 
invoice  records  and  blotter  books.   The  selectmen  keep  financial  records 
that  contain  all  pertinent  information  concerning  monies  received  and  ex- 
pended by  the  town.   They  also  keep  various  miscellaneous  records. 

The  principal  record  of  the  tax  collector  is  the  N.  H.  Collector's 
Tax  Book,   In  this  book  is  entered  the  warrant  to  the  tax  collector,  name  of 
tax  payer,  amount  of  property  and  poll  tax,  date  of  payment,  interest  col- 
lected, discount,  abatement,  and  amount  paid.  He  also  keeps  a  cash  book. 

The  town's  chief  financial  officer  is  the  treasurer  whose  accounts  in- 
clude orders  drawn  upon  him  by  the  selectmen,  a  cash  book,  canoeled  checks, 
and  check  book  stubs.   The  other  financial  officers  of  the  town,  trustees 
of  trust  funds,  library  trustees,  and  overseer  of  the  poor,  keep  records 
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of  all  their  financial  affairs. 

Of  the  election  officers  only  the  supervisors  of  the  check-list  keep 
records*   These  consist  of  a  group  of  check-lists.   The  road  agent  keeps 
a  daily  record  of  payments.   The  auditors  keep  a  copy  of  the  town  audit 
as  filed  with  the  State  Tax  Commission. 

School  records  consist  of  minutes  of  district  and  board  meetings, 
financial  records,  and  school  registers.

The  charter  granted  to  Canterbury  in  1727  containod  the  stipulation 
that  a  meeting-house  should  be  built  within  4  years. ^  Actually,  however, 
it  was  not  until  1756  that  a  oommittee  was  appointed  "to  receive  the  Moct- 
ing  House  in  behalf  of  the  Proprietors  as  far  as  the  said  Meeting  House  is 
done,  viz  the  outside  finished,  &  the  under  Floor  laid  double. "^ 

This  building,  with  many  alterations,  is  the  present  Canterbury  town 
hall.   It  is  a  one-story  v/ooden  structure.   The  selectmen's  office,  9'  * 
10^'  x  12' ,  contains  the  following  facilities  for  the  storing  of  records: 
two  safes,  3'  x  21  x  2»  and  6'  x  3&1  x  2  2/3';  a  v/ooden  chest,  2  1/3'  x  4' 
x  lj*;  a  steel  file  case,  2^'  x  1  1/6*  x  2';  and  numerous  shelves.   Most  of 
the  selectmen's  records  are  located  in  this  office.   The  remainder  are 
located  at  the  home  of  George  C.  Asby,  clerk  of  the  selectmen,  the  Elkins 
Public  Library,  and  in  Concord  at  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  and 
the  State  Library. 

Records  not  belonging  to  the  selectmen,  but  kept  in  their  office,  con- 
sist of  a  few  school  registers;  some  records  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor, 
treasurer,  town  clerk,  and  supervisors  of  the  check-list;  and  most  of  the 
tax  collector's  records. 

The  remainder  of  the  Canterbury  records,  with  some  exceptions  which 
will  be  noted  in  the  individual  office  essays  and  entries,  are  located  in 
the  private  homes  of  officials. 

Recommendations.   The  crying  need  in  many  New  Hampshire  tov/ns  is  for 
a  fireproof  town  vault  to  provide  a  centralized  depository  for  the  records. 
This  need  is  present  in  Canterbury,  where  the  only  fireproof  protection  is 
afforded  by  the  two  safes  above  mentioned,, 

Complete  indexing  of  the  Proprietors'  Records  and  Town  Minute  Books 
would  make  conveniently  accessible  a  considerable  amount  of  valuable  his- 
torical data.  At  present  the  originals  of  these  records  contain  no  index 
and  the  copies  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  only  a  biographical  index.

Titles  :   Exact  titles  of  records  are  written  in  solid  caps  without  brackets, 
as  in  entry  1.   In  the  absence  of  titles,  descriptive  titles  have  been 
assigned,  which  are  written  in  solid  caps  and  enclosed  in  brackets,  as  in 
entry  12.   If  a  record  title  is  not  descriptive  of  the  contents  of  the  rec- 
ord, an  assigned  explanatory  title,  written  with  initial  caps  and  en- 
closed in  brackets,  has  been  added,  as  in  entry  2.   Titles  of  artificial 
entries  (those  procured  from  another  entry)  are  written  in  solid  caps  and 
enclosed  in  brackets,  as  in  entry  19*   In  the  master  entry,  the  sub- 
title, referring  to  the  artificial  entry,  is  neither  enclosed  in  brackets 
nor  capitalized  (see  entry  2-p);  in  some  descriptions,  the  title  of  the 
entry  referred  to,  as  in  entry  7,  is  inverted  to  correspond  with  alpha- 
betical sequence,  as  in  entry  2-q.

Labeling:   Figures  or  letters  in  parentheses,  following  the  number  of 
units,  indicate  the  labeling  of  a  record. 

Cross  References;   Title-line  cross  references  are  used  to  complete  series 
of  records  kept  separately  for  a  period  of  time,  and  in  other  records  for 
different  periods  of  time  as  in  entry  2,  "1732-73  in  Canterbury  Proprietors 
Records,  entry  1-b."   They  are  also  used  in  all  artificial  entries— entries 
for  records  which  must  be  shown  separately  under  their  proper  office  or 
section  heading,  even  though  they  are  kept  in  files  or  records  appearing 
elsewhere  in  the  Inventory,  as  in  entry  28,  "1751-1843  in  Record  [Town 
Meeting  Books],  entry  2-j."   In  both  instances,  the  description  of  the 
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master  entry,  or  the  entry  covering  a  reoord  of  miscellaneous  content, 
shows  the  kind  of  record  and  entry  number  from  which  the  cross  reference 
is  made,  as  in  entry  2-g,  and  4-d.   Dates  of  sub-entries  v/ithin  the  master 
entry  are  shown  only  when  they  vary  from  those  of  the  title  line.

Condition;  Unless  otherwise  specified,  it  is  to  be  assumed  that  the  record 
is  in  good  condition. 

Size;  7/hen  a  series  consists  of  more  than  one  volume,  it  is  understood 
that  the  pagination  of  the  majority  of  the  volumes,  or  that  of  the  current 
volume,  is  given.   The  same  rule  applies  to  measurements  of  file  boxes, 
file  drawers,  etc.   Measurements  are  always  given  in  inches,  unless  other- 
wise indicated  and  therefore  the  symbol  (")  has  been  omitted. 
Location;   The  exact  location  of  a  record  is  usually  given  at  the  end  of 
each  entry.   In  the  event  that  records  of  an  official  are  all  located  in 
one  place,  a  statement  to  that  effect  is  made  at  the  conclusion  of  the  of- 
fice sketch  and  location  references  are  not  made  in  the  entries.   If  most, 
but  not  all,  of  the  records  are  kept  in  one  place,  the  office  sketch  names 
the  place  where  the  majority  are  located,  and  locations  of  the  remainder 
are  indicated  in  the  entries. 

Appendix ;   The  appendix  of  this  Inventory  contains  a  few  isolated  records 
net  connected  with  the  regular  records  of  the  town. 

Essay  Titles ;  When  several  related  offices  are  treated  in  the  same  essay, 
when  an  office  has  been  succeeded  by  another,  or  when  the  name  of  an  office 
has  been  changed,  the  later  office,  or  the  later  name,  is  followed  paren- 
thetically, in  the  title  of  the  essay,  by  the  earlier  office  or  the  earlier 
name. 

Footnotes ;  The  footnote  system  needs  little  explanation  that  is  not  pro- 
vided by  the  list  of  abbreviations  and  symbols,  but  a  word  might  be  said 
about  the  difference  between  "P.  R. "  and  "T.  M.  B. "  The  former  refers  to 
Proprietors1  Records  and  the  latter  to  Town  Minute  Books,  but  since  the 
town  minutes  are  included  in  the  proprietors'  records  through  1773 1  refer- 
ences to  actions  at  town  meetings  prior  to  1774  are  footnoted  to  the  pro- 
prietors' records,  as  the  researcher  would  have  to  go  to  the  proprietors' 
books  for  town  minutes  during  that  period.   From  1774  to  date  town  meeting 
references  carry  "T.  M.  B. "  footnotes. 

One  other  matter,  in  connection  with  the  footnotes,  requires  a  few 
words  of  explanation.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  numbering  of  the  Canter- 
bury minute  volumes  does  not  strictly  follow  their  chronological  sequence, 
the  system  of  citing  by  year  and  month,  rather  than  by  volume  and  page, 
has  been  adopted  as  the  only  practicable  method  under  the  circumstances.

Smith,  were  named  in  the  charter  granted  May  27,  1727. *  The  records  show 
the  election  of  three  selectmen  in  1731;  and  five  in  1732,  1733,  and  1737.2 
Three  were  elected  annually  for  the  majority  of  the  years  1739-1920.3  jn 
1921  three  were  elected  to  serve  for  1,  2,  and  3  years  respectively.   Since 
1921,  one  selectman  has  been  elected  annually  for  a  term  of  3  years. 4  jn 
1937  a  clerk  of  the  selectmen  was  elected  for  a  4-year  term.3

VI.  AUDITORS 

A  committee  was  elected  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  accounts  of 
the  selectmen  in  the  years  1732,  1733,  1737,  1740-42,  1745,  1750-53,  1757, 
1765,  1774,  and  17&5»   The  membership  of  the  committee  varied  from  one  to 
three, 1   Related  committees  appeared  from  time  to  time;  for  instance  in  1753 
and  1796,  a  committee  whose  duty  was  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  meeting- 
house committee;2  ±n   1764  and  1773,  a  committee  for  Handling  the  proprietors' 
money  and  settling  their  accounts ;3  and  in  1815  and  1818,  a  committee  to 
examine  the  town  records.^-  These  various  committees  were  the  predecessors 
of  the  office  of  auditor  which  was  instituted  in  1822,  from  which  time  three 
of  these  officials  v/ere  elected  annually  through  1831,-5  From  1832  until 
1845  "the  Town  Minute  Books  do  not  record  the  election  of  auditors;  in  1845 
three  were  elected,"  Two  auditors  were  elected  annually  1846-1909,''''  None 
are  recorded  1910-14,  but  the  annual  election  of  two  is  recorded  from  1915 
to  date,"  It  is  apparent  that  in  some  years  nomination  preceded  election  in 
the  process  of  choosing  auditors,  since  committees  to  nominate  auditors  ap- 
peared in  1824,  I846,  and  1871.9

XIII.   SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

An  early  mention  of  schools  in  Canterbury  was  made  in  1754,  when  an 
article  was  inserted  in  the  warrant  to  see  if  the  town  would  raise  money  to 
keep  a  school  that  year,  but  there  is  no  record  that  the  article  was  acted 
upon  at  the  meeting.^  Money  was  appropriated  for  schools  in  1758  and  in 
1762.4 

A  school  committee  was  elected  in  1784  and  continued  to  be  elected  at 
intervals  through  1825.   This  committee  was  oomposed  of  from  three  to  ten 
members.5  a  committee  to  make  improvements  on  the  school  lot  was  chosen  for 
the  year  1788.°  School  inspectors,  varying  in  number  from  one  to  ten,  were 
elected  in  the  years  1798-1800,  1805,  and  from  1807  through  1827,  except  for 
the  years  1820  and  1825.'   School  district  inspectors,  Varying  in  number

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XV.   LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

In  1797  a  social  library  was  established  in  Canterbury.   John  Sutton, 
David  Morrill,  and  others  were  named  as  it3  proprietors.   They  were  "vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar 
nature  *   *   *,»*  The  following  year  Samuel  Haines  was  elected  moderator  of 
the  corporation,  Abiel  Foster,  Jr.,  clerk,  and  Reverend  Frederick  Parker,  li- 
brarian.2  In  1812  the  Canterbury  Franklin  Historical  Library  was  incorpo- 
rated.3  On  December  1,  1862,  the  Canterbury  Library  Society  was  formed  and 
continued  as  such  until  January  11,  1886,  when  it  was  united  with  the  social 
library,^- 

In  1893  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  availed  themselves  of  the  State's 
gift  of  100  dollars  in  books  and  established  the  Canterbury  Public  Library, 
Three  library  trustees  were  appointed  by  the  selectmen  the  same  year. -5   It 
is  not  recorded  that  any  additional  trustees  were  named  to  office  until  1907 
when  three  v/ere  elected.   From  that  time  through  1926,  at  intervals  of  one  or 
two  years,  one  to  four  persons  were  elected  as  trustees."  In  the  meanwhile 
(1902)  the  Canterbury  Public  Library  had  absorbed  the  social  library.7  jn 
1927  the  library  moved  into  a  new  building,  the  construction  of  v/hich  was 
made  possible  by  a  legacy  that  the  town  had  received  about  ten  years  previ- 
ously from  Maria  Sargent  Elkins  in  whose  honor  the  library  was  now  renamed 
the  Elkins  Public  Library. 8  since  1927  two  trustees  have  been  elected  an- 
nually for  a  3-year  term. 9

XVI,   OVERSEER  OF  THE  POOR 

The  office  of  overseer  of  the  poor  appeared  in  1791,  1796,  and  I83I,1 
In  1829  the  town  appointed  a  committee  to  purchase  a  poor  farm, 2  The  follow- 
ing year  the  selectmen  were  authorized  to  borrow  "the  School  fund  and  the 
Parsonage  Money  and  turn  it  in  towards  paying  for  the  farm  lately  purchased 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  *   *  *. "^  On  March  14,  I848,  one  man 
was  elected  as  overseer  of  the  poor  and  keeper  of  the  town  farm  and  house  of 
correction.   Thereafter  one  such  official  was  elected  annually  through  1865.4 
From  1866  through  1875  no  record  appears  of  the  office  being  filled,  but  in 
I876  and  1877  one  overseer  of  the  poor  was  elected. -5  There  is  no  further 
record  of  that  office  until  1937  from  which  time  one  person  has  been  ap- 
pointed annually  by  the  selectmen. 6

XXII.   LIQUOR  AGENT 

Samuel  Mooney  applied  in  1801  to  the  selectmen  for  permission  to  sell 
rum  and  other  liquors  by  the  gallon.   The  selectmen  recommended  him  as  a 
suitable  person.   The  recommendation  was  probably  equivalent  to  a  license, 9 
The  town  instructed  the  selectmen  in  1832  to  prosecute  the  sale  of  liquor 
without  license.10

The  records  show  the  eleotion  of  one  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
during  the  years  1759 »  1769 (  1771,  and  1773-78,   In  1779  two  such  sealers 
were  elected.  From  1780  through  1905,  with  the  exceptions  of  1782,  1784, 
1786,  1790,  1792,  1810,  and  1816,  the  annual  election  of  one  sealer  is  re* 
corded.3

XXV,   LUMBER  OFFICERS 

A  "Oomm,  on  Proprietors  Timber"  appeared  in  Canterbury  in  1752,  three 
men  being  elected  to  care  for  the  Canterbury  timber.  This  office  was  filled 
again  in  1753-56,  1761,  and  1763.4-  In  1785  the  surveyors  of  lumber  appeared. 
From  that  year  through  1787  and  from  1792-1859  surveyors  of  lumber,  varying 
in  number  from  two  to  fourteen,  were  elected  annually.-?  Three  sealers  of 
lumber  were  chosen  in  1788,  but  no  further  record  of  this  office  appears, 6 

In  1797  and  again  in  1800  a  surveyor  of  wood  was  elected?  and  from  1860- 
73  from  five  to  eleven  surveyors  of  lumber  and  corders  of  wood  were  chosen.  8

During  the  years  1874-19°9  from  one  to  twelve  surveyors  of  wood  and  lumber 
were  elected,*  except  for  the  year  1879  when  four  were  appointed  by  the 
seleotmen.2 

In  addition  to  the  above  offices  from  one  to  ten  oorders  of  wood  were 
elected  from  1507-59*^  Cullers  of  staves  were  chosen  at  intervals  from  1798- 
1877.^ 

No  records  of  any  of  these  offices  v/ere  kept. 


XXVI.   POUND-KEEPER 

The  pound-keeper  was  first  elected  in  1753  and  again  in  1755,  and  then 
at  irregular  intervals  through  1899 %->   after  which  the  office  disappeared.   In 
1757  the  pound-keeper  received  office  by  appointment  from  the  seleotmen.   In 
the  same  year  the  town  voted  that  a  pound  be  built  of  timber,  30  feet  square, 
It  was  to  be  built  by  the  individual  proprietors  and  credit  was  to  be  given 
them  toward  their  taxes.6  In  1800  the  town  voted  to  erect  a  new  pound, 7  but 
the  building  of  it  was  bid  off  for  20  dollars, 8 

On  March  14,  1821,  it  was  voted  to  build  a  pound  of  stone.   Its  dimen- 
sions were  30*  x  30'  x  6  l/2»#   The  base  of  the  wall  was  4  1/2  feet  and  the 
top  of  the  wall  was  1  1/2  feet. 9  The  tomb  of  the  cemetery  at  Canterbury 
Center  is  built  on  the  site  of  this  pound. 

No  records  were  kept. 


XXVII.   HOGREEVES  (FIELD  DRIVERS  ,  HAWARDS ,  HOG  CONSTABLES ) 

Hog  constables  were  elected  in  Canterbury  from  1743-45.   From  three  to 
seven  were  elected  at  irregular  intervals  from  1750  to  1791,  when  the  office 
disappeared. *0  In  1750  they  were  elected  as  hog  constables  or  hawards. H 

The  first  appearance  of  the  field  driver  occurred  in  the  same  year  (1743) 
as  that  of  the  hog  constable.   From  one  to  three  of  these  officers  were 
elected  annually  with  some  exceptions  through  1789*   Then  from  1791-1807,  at 
irregular  intervals,  from  two  to  six  field  drivers  were  chosen.   There  seems 
to  be  no  further  record  of  this  office  being  filled  until  1828.   From  that 
date  through  1833  from  one  to  three  field  drivers  were  elected  annually. 
Another  period  of  7  years  elapsed  before  the  office  was  mentioned  again.   From

Hogreeves  appeared  in  1749 1  ana  at  irregular  intervals  continued  to  be 
elected  through  1907*   From  one  to  thirty-five  persons  were  chosen,2  In 
1845,  1862,  and  I863,  the  hogreeves  were  nominated  by  a  committee  before 
being  elected.3 

It  has  already  been  seen  that  the  offioe  of  hog  constable  was  combined 
with  that  of  haward  in  1750.   At  intervals  hawards  were  elected  separately 
1751-77*   From  one  to  seven  of  these  officers  were  chosen.4

XXVIII,   FISH  AND  GAME  WARDENS  (FISH  WARDENS) 

Fish  wardens  appeared  in  1795  when  three  persons  were  elected  to  the  of- 
fice. The  office  was  again  filled  in  1811  and  continued  to  be  filled  through 
1839  with  from  two  to  four  wardens. -5   in  1883  the  title  of  the  office  was 
changed  to  fish  and  game  warden,  and  from  two  to  four  wardens  were  elected 
annually,  through  1899.°  No  record  of  the  office  appears  in  Canterbury  after 
that  time.

In  1867  a  "Comm,  re:  hearse"  and  a  "Comm.  re:  Burying  Ground  Lots"  were 
elected."  The  latter  committee  was  again  elected  in  I876.'   A  "Comm*  on 
Burial  Ground"  was  elected  in  1875  and  again  in  1880.8 

There  is  no  record  of  any  of  the  above  being  elected  or  appointed  from 
I884  to  date.
